American Breeders’ Service Converts 
To Frozen Semen 

HE American Breeders’ Service has made 

the change-over from liquid semen to 
frozen semen, the first shipment of frozen 
semen arriving by refrigerated truck in Ashe- 
ville on November 5th. This marks another 
great step forward in the development of the 
Artificial Breeding Program. By eliminating 
semen waste, it means that fewer and still 
better proved sires can be kept at the stud. 
The results already obtained from frozen 
semen in other areas indicate that high con- 
ception rates can be maintained. Frozen sem- 
en will extend the usefulness and service life 
of great proved sires because frozen semen 
is good indefinitely, long after the bull him- 
self has died. 

This frozen semen program will enable the 
local technician to offer a greater choice of 
bulls, which will be of considerable advantage 
to the customer. 

We would like to point out to the readers 
of the “News” that the American Breeders’ 
Service Program is not valuable simply be- 
cause it is an “artificial breeding” program. 
There seems to be some misunderstanding 
about this. The reason the American Breeders’ 
Service Program is so good is that every bull 
in the American Breeders’ Service stud is a 
proved sire, that is, the actual milking records 
of all his daughters have been obtained, and 
the average of these records is a very favor- 
able one in comparison with the production 
of their dams. In other words, the bull has 
increased the production of his daughters 
above that of their dams. This program, com- 
bined with emphasis on high standards of 
sanitation and careful checks against disease, 
is what has made the American Breeders’ 
Service so valuable. It is an artificial breed- 
ing program which will step up the milk pro- 
duction in our herds, and it is doing so every 
year.

With the fast developing use of 
plastics, rayon, particle board, and 
other products derived from wood, 
many feel that it is only a ques- 
tion of time until all trees — both 
bad and good — will be saleable. 
But the practical forest manager, 
like managers in other fields, can- 
not always wait for new develop- 
ments to begin trying to produce 
maximum quantities of high qual- 
ity products which will be ac- 
ceptable for industrial use. There- 
fore, many are turning to the use 
of chemicals and heavy clearing 
equipment to rid their forests of 
low-grade trees in order to give 
their higher quality trees more 
coom to grow and produce. 

Need To Remove Poorer Trees 

This killing of some trees in or- 
der to help others has often been 
misunderstood. Many people, in- 
cluding some foresters, fail to 
realize the need for reducing the 
competition from the roorer trees 

-be they pine or hardwood. Al- 
though opposition has been ex- 
pressed by organized groups of 
garden clubs and wildlife enthusi- 
asts, the fact remains that in even 
pure hardwood stands, many 
times it is necessary to eliminate 
the low-grade and cull trees to give 
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growing space for higher quality 
hardwood timber. We still have 
much to learn about the economic 
as well as the silvicultural aspects 
of the problem. Here, we must 
look to research for the answers. 
Many aspects of growing and 
using hardwood timber remain in 
the dark unknown. Although suc- 
cessfully demonstrated with num- 
bers of softwood species, the pos- 
sibilities of improving the quality 
of hardwood trees by pruning are 
relatively unexplored. Another 
whole field is that of tree improve- 
ment and genetics. Improving fu- 
ture planted stands by selecting 
seed from superior trees or by 
cross breeding has only been 
touched on in the pines. Very lit- 
tle, if any, of this work has been 
done with the hardwoods — espe- 
cially in the South. Other equally 
important but also relatively un- 
explored fields include hardwood 
stand densities, small ownership 
marketing problems, relation of 
tree quality to site quality. New 
equipment such as the develop 
ment of a bolter saw for handling 
short log sections should be en 
couraged. Special studies to de 
termine the optimum log lengt 
for lumber used by the furniture

White Pines Planted 

The Future Farmers were quick 
to recognize the “Erosion Haz- 
ard” and began work. They first 
attempted to seed the hill to grass. 
This operation was only partially 
successful as the grass failed on 
the areas where the bank was cut 
into a decayed shale. Their next 
step was planting to White Pines. 
These trees flourished and have 
now taken hold on the entire area 
though they are small in the rocky 
areas. 

The boys began “eyeing” the 
twenty four acre tract of wooded 
area of the school watershed in 
rear of the school and began a 
study of the tree population. Care- 
ful study indicated that only low 
grade lumber and pulp wood was 
available for harvest and time was 
not improving it. Forestry experts 
came in and went over the area 
with the classes and they agreed 
with the decision to remove un- 
desirable species. 

We anticipated criticism from 
the community if we attempted 
to remove all of the undesirable 
trees of the area at one cutting, 
so instead of beginning an im- 
mediate removal we underplanted 
the thinner populated areas and 
continued to care for the planted 
area. By 1956 we had underplant- 
ed six acres of the area. We then 
approached the school officials 
and asked for permission to re- 
move the undesirable trees in the 
area. This request was granted 
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and in addition it was agreed that 
the returns from this operation 
would be deposited to the credit 
of the Future Farmers. 

229 Man Hours 

Champion Paper and Fibre Co., 
graded logging roads into the area 
for us. During the year 1956-57 
our classes spent approximately 
229 man hours in the forest on 
practices such as: scaling trees, 
scaling logs, marking trees, cut- 
ting pulp wood and logs, plant- 
ing pines, hardwood control, con- 
structing fire lines, release cut- 
tings, erecting signs, establishing 
fertilizer demonstrations, and 
mulching barren areas 

We actually cut and loaded 10 
cords of pulpwood, getting exper- 
ience in using such tools as: cross 
cut saws, axes, and power saws. 

$448.27 Net Return 

During the year we had re- 
moved under the supervision of 
the F.F.A., 9,350 Bd ft of logs and 
142.3 cords of pulpwood, with a 
net return to the chapter of 
$448.27. 

For the first time in the history 
of our chapter we were able to 
hold our Father-Son Banquet pay- 
ing all expenses from chapter 
funds. 

We planted 5,000 white and l,- 
000 yellow pine seedlings on the 
area. During the year 49 mem- 
bers of our chapter planted 37,- 
000 white pine seedlings on their 
own home farms. We won 4 of 
the 5 first places in the county 
F.F.A. and 4-H timber stand im- 
provement prizes in 1956 and the 
first five places in 1957. Our 
first place winners won the cham-

If rain water 
is not absorbed, it flows downhill 
over the surface, carrying soil 
with it, gouging out first rills, 
then gullies. It collects in stream 
channels, causing still more devas- 
tation downstream. 

Censervation farming makes it 
possible to hold water on the land 
where it falls. Woodlands which 
are not grazed or burned have a 
forest litter covering the soil. This 
litter holds large quantities of 
moisture in place. Lush pastures 
keep water on the soil surface. All 
vegetative matter on the soil sur- 
face protects the land from beat- 
ing raindrops, and plant roots fa- 
cilitate the percolation of 
into the soil.

In contrast, the bare, raindrop- 
splashed found where con- 
servation is not practiced, becomes 
sealed on the surface soon after 
a rain begins, and rain water thus 
cannot enter the soil. This is also 
true on overgrazed pastures and 
grazed or burned-out woodlands 
where livestock have packed the 
soil surface so hard that water 
cannot soak in as it should. 

Practice Conservation Farming 

To practice conservation farm- 
ing in mountain areas one must 
follow five important rules: 

1. Level bottom lands should be 
managed for maximum row crop 
production. When clean-cultivated 
crops level land 
erosion is not a problem, 
farmers can farming 
hillsides altogether. 

2. Gently sloping land should be 
used for the production of hay. 
If it is necessary to use this land 
for row they should be 
grown in contour strips to reduce 
the erosion hazard 

3. Steeper slopes should be kept 
in permanent sod and managed for

est Service. The discovery of a 
black root rot (cylindrocladium 
scoparium) by our study on stock 
originating from the Henderson- 
ville nursery prompted the state 
to change the nursery site for this 
species. 

(3) An average of 80% survival 
was obtained in our three arbore- 
tums for outplantings of various 
hardwood species. This study in- 
cluded stock from 7 different states 
and one foreign country and cov- 
ered 18 different species. (4) Ex- 
cellent results from trial cuttings 
of sycamore and cottonwood have 
been obtained. Survival for syca- 
more was 97% and cottonwood was 
100%. 

Two farm woodlands, averaging 
45 acres in size, have been placed 
under management. The timber on 
them has been completely inven- 
toried and marked. The first im- 
provement cuttings are completed 
with an average stumpage return 
per acre of $25.53. Timber stand 
improvement operations are also 
complete on both of these wood- 
lands at an average cost of $3.36 
per acre. Some supplementary 
plants of black walnut, cherry- 
bark, black and northern red oak 
and loblolly pine have been made 
on these areas to improve the 
stocking and species composition. 

One of the most fundamental 
needs in hardwood forest man- 
agement is for more information 
regarding specific site require- 
ments for the various species. One 
hundred and fifty plots have been 
established throughout the Pied- 
mont on which soil characteristics 
will be related to the quantity and 
quality of the trees growing on 
them. Practically all the site in- 
formation has been collected and 
the soil samples are now being 
analyzed. Eventually, we hope to 
correlate the information con- 
cerning both soil and site so as to 
give us data comparable to that 
developed by Coile for the south- 
ern pines. 

A beginning has been made on 
studies to show the effect of stand 
composition on soil improvement. 
Obviously, this is necessarily a 
long term study. Perhaps the 
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Seventy-four percent of all east- 
ern hardwood is classified as poor 
grade or cull trees based on to- 
day’s market. 


most significant facts developed to 
date are that litter from hard- 
woods, while being about equal 
in weight to that from pines, is 
some four times richer in calcium 
content and double the nitrogen 
content of pines. In all species 
sampled, it was also richer in mag- 
nesium. This indicates that where 
it is necessary to increase these 
elements in the surface soil un- 
der pure pine stands, the improve- 
ment can be accomplished by fa- 
voring a hardwood understory. 

A start has also been made in 
samnling the population of each 
major species of trees to determine 
superior tree characteristics. 

Two utilization studies have 
been completed on the sources of 
lumber for North Carolina furni- 
ture plants and the amount of 
mismanufactured lumber that is 
received. It was found that about 
350,000,000 board feet of domestic 
lumber is received and that almost 
10% is mismanufactured.
